The United States O.ovornment build- 


ing at the \YorId'3 I'air occupies un 
elevated site just south of tlie main 
picture of the Exposition. 
The grout 


central dome of the Government build- 
ing Is visible from the very center of 
the Fair, looking across thi> picturesque 
sunken garden th.'it lies between the 
Palaces of Mines and Metallurgy and 
•Ijlberal Arts. 


The hl!i slope In front of tlie Gov- 


ernment 
building 
Is terraced 
with 


fcroad stairways 
almost completely 


covering the slope. Tlie building Is 800 
feet long by 230 feet wide and is the 
largest structure ever provided at an 
exposition by the federal government. 
It is distinguished from all the other 
large buildings at the Exposition by 
the steel truss construction, the entire 
roof being s-upportcd by steel arches, 
forming n splendid domed ceiling.

hibits of all the executive departments 
of the government.

Entering the Government building 


from the eastern end. the visitor sees 
at his left a railroad postoih'ee car.
